PALACE AS BOMB SAFEGUARD 


Wire 


Sereen Is Put Above Roof and 
Many Anti-Air Craft Guns 

Are Mounted. 
LONDON, Feb. 22.—The north wing o? 
Buckingham Palace is now being cov- 
cred with wire netting about 2 feer 
above the roof. This is the wing con- 
taining the living apartments of the roy- 
al family. Additional anti-air craft guns 
have been’stationed in the neighborhood 
of the palace, on@having been set in the 
center of Green Park. If a Zeppelin 
should be seen hovering over the palace 
there are at least a half dozen guns 
which would open fire upon it. 
Almost every day additional prepara+ 
tions are being made to fight airships 
over London. While many of the art 
treasures in the museum have been re- 
moved to places of greater safety, there 
have been vigorous complaints in some 
papers that many of the most valuable 
pictures, sculptures and objects of art 
still remain exposed to the possibility of 
aerial attack.

STARTED BY AN EXPLOSION 
Furniture House Aflame on 
Every Floor After Blast; St. 
Louisans Chief Losers. 


An explosion in the four-story Ziegen- 
bein Building, a furniture establishment. 
at the southeast corner of Collinsville 
and St. Louis avenues, East St. Louis, at 
12:30 a. m., today, was followed by a fire 
which destroyed the building and its 
contents, and which, leaping across the 


street in three directions, destroyed the 
Fellner-Crowe dry goods sture on the 
iortheart corner, and damaged the four- 
story Josephine Building and the three- 
story Coloma Building, on the north- 
west and southwest corners. A row 
of business houses in the two-story Lucv 
Building, which includes the Fellner- 
Crowe store and extends for an entire 
block, shared in the damage. Owners 
of the buildings estimated the total loss 
at more :than $150,000. 

Interurban car service was suspended 
until near daybreak, and late passengers 
vound for Belleville and other towns 
watched the fire, then went to sleep in 
the cars. Electric light and power serv- 
ice was cut off in the downtown district 
and was not restored up to lv a. m. 

Two Firemen Penned In, 

In saving the Coloma Building, two 
firemen of engine company No. 7, WL- 
liam Failon and William Walsh. foun’4 
themselves penned in Dr. ©. J. Culbert- 
son’s office, and were almost overcoine 
by smoke. Assistant Chief Thomas re- 
leased them by battering in a rear dvvr. 
Capt. Joseph O’ Neal of No. 1 was struck 
on the head by falling bricks as he 
worked on the second floor of the Lucy 
Building, near a falling wall of the Fell- 
ide was stunned, Dut 
was later revived. 

The business houses and offices dam- 
aged were the Central Shoe Co., Mur- 
phy’s bar, six physicians’ and dentis'‘s’ 
offices and the Young Women’s Christ- 
ian Assuciation. in the Coloma Building; 
the Holten Tea and Coffee (o., Heldel- 
berg bar, the Grand latindry agency and 
the Pioneer Poultry and Supply Co., 
Lucy Building; Brockmeyer’s’ vhoto- 
sraph gallery. the offic of Drs. Littl» 
and Short, and a vio, ea athiog in the 
Josephine Building, and the Schmitz 
& Shroder clothing stvre. south of the 
Colenia Building. 

A row of family apartments was on 
the second floor of the Lucy Building, 
and the occupants of these apartments 
had to leave hurriedly. Those in James 
Cooney’s apartment, nearest to the 
burning clothing store, went out by a 
back stairway, as the heat in front was 
intense. 

St. Louisans Chief Losers. 

The loss falls largely on residents of 
St. Louis. The Ziegenhein Building be- 
longed to the estate of the late Henry 
Ziegenhein, a former Mayor of St. 
Louis, and the Ziegenhein Furniture 
Co., which occupied it. is controlled by 
his son, Fred W. Ziegenhein. The Lucy 
Building, part of which was destroyed, 
and all of which was damaged, be- 
longs to Russell A. Richardson, a St. 
Louis real estate man, and the Jose-

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SARAH BERNHARDT

Expressions of Sympathy From 
All Parts of World Sent to’ 
Famous Tragedienne.

BORDEAUX, Feb. 22.—The right leg of 


Mme. Sarah Bernhardt, the famous 
tragedienne, was amputated today at a 
hospital in the Rue d’Ares. The opera- 
tion was made necessary because of an 
injury to her knee many months ago, 
The knee was hurt when she was kneel- 


ing on the stage. Up to the moment 
anesthetic, Mme. Bernhardt appeared 
cheerful and courageous. 

Mme. Bernhardt, who is 70 years old, 
has received a large number of tele- 
grams expressing sympathy from al! 
parts of the world.: A» enormous letter 
mail arrived this morning from her En- 
glish and French friends. 

The operation was performed by Prof. 
de Nuce of the Bordeaux University. 

Prof. Pozzi was to have conducted the 
operation yesterday, but he was called 
to the colors to serve at the Val-de- 
Grace Hospital in Paris and he found 
it impossible to leave his duties for 
several days. 

Mme. Bernhardt refused to submit to 
a delay of what she courageously 
called her release from bondage, and it 
was decided that Prof. de Nuce should 
perform the operation. 

A bulletin issued immédiately after the 

amputation of Mme. Bernhardt’s leg 
said: 
“The operation was decided upon at a 
consultation on Feb. 13 of Profs. Pozzi 
of Paris and Denuce and Arnozan of 
Bordeaux. It took place on Monday 
morning and was endured under the best 
The condition of Mme, Bern- 
hardt after the operation aso Was as 
good as possible. DENUCE.” 


Bernhardt. Wrote to Poet's Widow of 
Coming Loss of Leg. 

PARIS, Feb. 22.—The Intransigeant 
prints the folowing letter from Sarah 
Bernhardt to Mme, Jan-Catulle Mendes, 
widow of the poet, who is abuut to leave 
for the United States: 

“My gDear: As you perhaps have 
learned, they are going to cut off my leg 
Monday. They should have done so last 
Sunday, but it seems I was nbdt suffi- 
ciently prepared for that first perform- 
ance. The principal artist, my right 
leg, had not learned its role. It now 
has learned it, and it will be charming. 
“Here are some photogyaphs. Mav 
God aid you in your voyage. It matters 
little to me, one can die but once. Good- 
by, my dear. I embrace you tenderly 
until our early meeting.’’

Allies Learn From the Inventive Germans the Newest Idea in Digging 
Well-Concealed Trenches for Protection of Their Pinan in the. Field | 


eas eee nape Mit 


many innovations in the game 
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HE inventive Germans, since the outbreak of the war, have introduced 
of man-killing, but none of them ranks 
in importance with their methods of protecting themselves by elab- 


orate trenches while engaged in field fighting. Their operations in this 
respect show that they have profited by a close study of recent conflicts, 
the South African, the Russo-Japanese and the Balkan wars giving them 
the ideas that have revolutionized completely the style of open-field fighting. 

A French officer, writing in a Paris periodical, explains how much supe- 
rior to the allies the Germans were in this line of fighting at the beginning 


of the war and how the French and 


English had to adopt the same system 


to hold the Germans in check. Frankly mecge bs the allies’ indebted- 
ness to their inventive foes, he writes: 


“After 1870 we confined ourselves to 
three regulation types of trenches: for 
men prone, kneeling and standing. 
While in training, our soldiers were 
taught how to take shelter momentari- 
ly between advances, by digging up the 
soll a little and lying flat behind the 
smallest of mounds. They were in- 
structed, moreover, how to protect 
themselves from the enemy’s fire by 
propping up their knapsacks in front of 
them. This meant insufficient protec- 
tion, and an extremely dangerous visi- 
bility, since the foe, by simply counting 
the number of knapsacks, could know 
the strength opposed to him. To insure 
the making of such shelter, a French 
company was equipped with 80 picks 
and 80 spades; that is, 160 tools for 260 
men. These tools were fixed on to the 
knapsacks; and it took some time t» 
bring them into use. 


German Trench-Making. 
dé HE German methods for defen- 
ae sive and offensive trench-mak- 
ing are quite different. Each 
man has a tool of his own, which 
is fixed onto the scabbard ot 
his ‘ sword-bayonet. When occasion 
for fighting arises, ‘the line conceals 
itself,’ and, as soon as it is engaged 
it prepares for possible retreat, mak- 
ing strong positions assuring an unre- 
lenting defensive and counter-attacks. 

“Tt is on these sound principles that at 
the German fighting lines are organ- 
ized, on a more or less standardized 
model. The fighting lines constst gen- 
erally of one, two or three lines of shel- 
ter trenches lying parallel, measuring 5% 
to 60 centimeters in width, and varying 
in length according to the number they 
hold; the trenches are joined together 
by zigzag approaches, and, lastly by a 
line of reinforced trenches (armed with 
machine guns), which are almost com- 
pletely proof against rifle, machine gun 
or gun fire. The ordinary German 
trenches are almost invisible from 350 

yards away, a@ distance which permits 
a very deadly fire. It is easy to realize 
that if the enemy occupies three suc- 
cessive lines and a line of reinforced 
entrenchments, the attacking line is 
likely, at the lowest estimate, to be deci- 
mated during an advance of 650 yards 
—by rifle fire at a range of 3650 yards’ 
distance, and by the extremely quick fire 
of the machine guns, which can each 
deliver from 300 to 600 bullets a minute 
with absolute precision. 

‘In the field trench, it is obvious, a 
soldier enjoys far greater security than 
he would if merely prone behind his 
knapsack in an excavation barely 40 
centimeters deep. He has merely to 
stoop down a little to disappear below 
the level of the ground and be immune 
from infantry fire; moreover, his ma- 


- 
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chine guns can ‘fire without endangering 
him. In addition, this stooping position 
brings the man’s knapsack on a level 
with his helmet, thus forming some pro- 
tection against shrapnel and_ shell- 
splinters. 
“Atahe back of the German trenches, 

shelters are dug for noncommissioned 
officers and for the commander of the 
unit. The latter’s shelter is connected 
with the communication trench; the oth- 
ers are not. If one adds that the bank, 
or, rather, the earth that is dug from 
the trenches and spread out in front, ex- 
tends for five or'six yards, and is care- 
fully covered with grass, or appropriates 
vegetation, it will be recognized that the 
t works concealing the German lines can 
be seen only when a near approach is 
made to them. 


Proof Against Bullets. 


éé S to reinforced trenches, they are 
A proof against ordinary bullets 
and shrapnel. Only percus- 
sion shells are able to destroy 
them and to decimate their de- 
fenders. The interior details of the 
trenches vary according to the inge- 
nuity and spare time of the occupants 
and the nature of the grourd. Thus the 
bottom righthand diagrams on this page 
and illuetration No. 2 on the opposite 
page illustrate a different arrangement, 
where the trenches are formed of scries 
of small ditches suitable for four men, 
about 4 feet 10 inches deep and 2 feet 3 
inches wide, communicating with rest 
‘rooms’ which are placed just behine 
and between them. Here, again, covered 
approaches join the ‘‘dugouts’ of the 
first line to those of the second. The 
whole system, that of the rest ‘“rooms’’ 
more especially, is designed to give the 
men the maximum of comfort and se- 
curity. Doors and wooden  shbutters 
wrenched from deserted houses are used 
for covers, or else turfcovered branches. 
“Ever since the outbreak of the war, 
our troops in Lorraine, after severe ex- 
periences, realiz rapidly the advan- 
tages of the German trenches, and be- 
gan to study those they had taken glori- 
ously. Officers, issioned offi- 
cers and men of the engineers were 
straightway detached in every unit to 
teach our infantry how to construct 
similar shelters. The education was 
quick, and very soon we had completed 
the work necesgary for the protection 
of all. The tools of the enemy ‘casu- 
alties,’ the spades and picks left be- 
hind in deserted villages, were all gladly 
piled on to our soldiers’ knapsacks, to 
be carried willingly by the very men 
who used to grumble at being loaded 
with even the smallest regulation tool. 
As soon as night had set in on the occa- 
sion of a lull in the fighting, the dig- 
ging of the “trous” was begun. Some- 
times, in the darkness, the men of each 
fighting national—less than 600 yards 
away from their enemy—would hear the 
noise of the workers of the foe; the 
sounds of picks and axes; the officers’ 
words of encouragement; and tacitly 
they would agree to an armistice during 
which to dig the shelters from which, in 
the morning, they would. dash out, to 
fight once more.”

GERMAN SUBMARINE LETS — 


CREW ESCAPE 


Small Coasting Steamer Sunk in Irish Sea With 
Bomb—German Commander Says Fish- 
ermen Won’t Be Molested. 


LONDON, Feb. 22.—The small Irish 


coasting steamer Downshire was sunk 
Saturday night by a German submarine 
off Caif of Man, an island in the I?fish 
Sea. The Germans gave the crew five 
minutes in which to leave the ship. The 
crew landed at Dundrum, County Down, 
Ireland. 

The submarine which sank the Down- 
shire was the U-12. The Germans fired 
three shots at the steamer before her 
Captain hove to. After the crew of the 
Downshire had taken to the boats, the 
Germans placed a bomb amidships of 
the steamer and exploded it and the 
Downshire sank in a few minutes. 

The U-12 is of the class built in 1910-11

torpedo tubes and two one-pounder 
high-angle guns. She has a speed of 13 
knots above water and eight knots sub- 
merged.

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Ailies Learn From the Inventive Germans the Newest Idea in Digging 
Well-Concealed Trenches for Protection of Their Troops in the. Field 
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“After 1870 we confined ourselves to 
three regulation types of trenches: for 
men prone, kneeling and stanaing. 
While in training, our soldiers were 
taught how to take shelter momentari- 
ly between advances, by digging up the 
soil a little and lying flat behind the 
smallest of mounds. They were in- 
structed, moreover, how to protect 
themselves from the enemy’s fire by 
propping up their knapsacks in front of 
them. This meant insufficient protec- 
tion, and an extremely dangerous visi- 
bility, since the foe, by simply counting 
the number of knapsacks, could know 
the strength opposed to him. To insure 
the making of such shelter, a French 
company was equipped with 80 picks 
and 80 spades; that is, 160 tools for 260 
men. These toole were fixed on to the 
knapsacks; and it took some time t% 
bring them ‘nto use. 

German Trench-Making. 
éé HE German methods for defen- 

a sive and offensive trench-mak- 

ing are quite different. Each 
man has a tool of his own, which 
is fixed onto the scabbard ot 
his \ sword-bayonet. When occasion 
for fighting arises, ‘the line conceals 
itself,’ and, as soon as it is engaged 
it prepares for possible retreat, mak- 
ing strong positions assuring an unre- 
lenting defensive and counter-attacks. 

“Tt ig on these sound principles that at. 
the German fighting lines are organ- 
ized, on a more or less standardized 
model. The fighting lines constst gen- 
erally of one, two or three lines of shel- 
ter trenches lying parallel, measuring 5% 
to 60 centimeters in width, and varying 
in length according to the number they 
hold; the trenches are joined together 
by zigzag approaches, and, lastly by 4 
line of reinforced trenches (armed with 
machine guns), which are almost com- 
pletely proof against rifle, machine gun 
or gun fire. The ordinary German 
trenches are almost invisible from 350 
yards away, a distance which permits 
a very deadly fire. It is easy to realize 
that if the enemy occupies three suc- 
cessive lines and a line of reinforced 
entrenchments, the attacking line is 
likely, at the lowest estimate, to be deci- 
mated during an advance of 650 yards 
—by rifle fire at a range of 350 yards’ 
distance, and by the extremely quick fire 
of the machine guns, which can each 
deliver from 300 to 600 bullets a minute 
with absolute precision. 

“In the field trench, it is obvious, a 
soldier enjoys far greater security than 
he would if merely prone behind his 
knapsack in an excavation barely 40 
centimeters deep. He has merely to 
stoop down a little to disappear below 
the level of the ground and be immune 
from infantry fire; moreover, his ma- 
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HE inventive Germans, since the outbreak of the war, have introduced 
many innovations in the game of man-killing, but none of them ranks | 
in importance with their methods of protecting themselves by elab- 

orate trenches while engaged in field fighting. Their operations in this 

respect show that they have profited by a close study of recent conflicts, 
the South African, the Russo-Japanese and the Balkan wars giving them 
the ideas that have revolutionized completely the style of open-field fighting. 

A French officer, writing in a Paris periodical, explains how much supe- 
rior to the allies the Germans were in this line of fighting at the beginning 
of the war and how the French and English had to adopt the same system 
to hold the Germans in check. Frankly acknowledging the allies’ indebted- 
ness to their inventive foes, he writes:

The interior details of the 
trenches vary according to the inge- 
nuity and spare time of the occupants 
and the nature of the ground. Thus the 
bottom righthand diagrams on this page 
and illustration No. 2 on the opposite 
page illustrate a different arrangement, 
where the trenches are furmed of scries 
of small ditches suitable for four men, 
about 4 feet 10 inches deep and 2 feet 3 
inches wide, communicating with rest 
‘rooms’ which are placed just behind 
and between them. Here, again, covered 
approaches join the ‘‘dugouts’’ of the 
first line to those of the second. The 
whole system, that of the rest “rooms” 
more especially, is designed to give the 
men the maximum of comfort and se- 
curity. Doors and wooden = sbutters 
wrenched from deserted houses are used 
for covers, or else turfcovered branches. 
“Ever since the outbreak of the war, 
our troops in Lorraine, after severe ex- 
periences, reatinll rapidly the advan- 
tages of the German trenches, and be- 
gan to study those they had taken glori- 
ously. Officers, nonce issioned offi- 
cers and men of the engineers were 
straightway detached in every unit to 
teach our infantry how to construct 
similar shelters. The education was 
quick, and very soon we had completed 
the work necessary for the protection 
of all. The tools of the enemy ‘casu- 
alties,’ the spades and picks left be- 
hind in deserted villages, were all gladly 
piled on to our soldiers’ knapsacks, to 
be carried willingly by the very men 
who used to grumble at being loaded 
with even the smallest regulation tool. 
As soon as hight had set in on the occa- 
sion of a lull in the fighting, the dig- 
ging of the “trous” was begun. Some- 
times, In the darkness, the men of each 
fighting national—less than 600 yards 
away from their enemy—would hear the 
noise of the workers of the foe; the 
sounds of picks and axes; the officers’ 
words of encouragement;

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GERMAN SUBMARINE LETS — 


CREW ESCAPE 


Small Coasting Steamer Sunk in Irish Sea With 
Bomb—German Commander Says Fish- 
ermen Won’t Be Molested. 


LONDON, Feb. 22.—The small Iris 


coasting steamer Downshire was sunk 
Saturday night by a German submarine 
off Calf of Man, an island in the I?ish 
Sea. The Germans gave the crew five 
minutes in which to leave the ship. The 
crew landed at Dundrum, County Down, 
Ireland. 

The submarine which sank the Down- 
shire was the U-12. The Germans fired 
three shots at the steamer before her 
Captain hove to. After the crew of the 
Downshire had taken to the boats, the 
Germans placed a bomb amidships of 
the steamer and exploded it and the 
Downshire sank in a few minutes.

LAGK OF RAILWAYS 
RUSSIANS EXPLAIN 


They Were Unable to Bring Up 
Troops to Oppose Over- 
whelming Force. 


By Associated Press. 

PETROGRAD, Feb. 22.—Explanation 
of the Russia retirement: from East 
Prussia is contained in a communica- 
tion given out last night by the general 
staff. Much of the German success is 
attributed largely to the lack of stra- 
tegic yailways, which prevented the 
Russians concentrating “‘with necessary 
rapidity on our East Prussian front 
forces indispensable to ward off this 
drive of the enemy.” 

The general staff asserts that the 
massing of German troops in East Prus- 
sia was revealed to the Russians Feb. 
4, but that the magnitude of the con- 
centration did not become known until 
several days later. Withdrawal of the 
Tenth Russian Army from East Prus- 
sia toward the frontier was decided on, 
This was followed later by a further 
retirement toward the Niemen and the 
Bobr Rivers. The communication fol- 
lows: . 


New Plan Tried by Germans. 
“The Germans, after a series of ex- 


ceptionally obstinate and tenacious at- 
tacks, which cost them innumerable’ 
victims, became persuaded of the im- 
possibility of dislodging us from the left 
bank of the Vistula and proceeded, at 
the end Of January, to put a new plan 
into operation. 

“Having finished the formation in the’ 
interior of their country of several new 
corps, and deciding te continue’ the 
transporting troops from their west 
front in order to make a supreme ef- 
fort against us, profiting by their net- 
work of railroads, the Germans were 
enabled to launch an overwhelming 
force against our Tenth Army, which 
occupied strongly organized positions 
yamong the Angerapp River and the 
Mazurian Lakes. 

“To assure the success of this coup, 
the Germans transported also part of 
their contingents from the fronts on 
the Rawka, the Bzura and the right 
bank of the Vistula. This gathering of 
Germans in East Prussia was revealed 
to us on Feb. 4, but the magnitude of 
concentration was not determined until 
Several days later. 

“Not being able, through lack of rail- 
road facilities, to concentrate on our 
East Prussian front with the necessary 
rapidity forces indispensable to ward off 
this drive of the enemy,-: our chiefs de- 
cided to withdraw the above-mentioned 
army from East Prussia toward the 
frontier and further retirement towards 
Niemen and the Bobr, has followed. 


“In these movements the right wing 
of the Tenth Army, pressed by great 
numbers of the enemy and threatened 
with being surrounded on the right 
flank, was compelled to make a very 
swift turning movement in the directioa 
of Kovno. 3

NEW MADRID, Mo., Feb. 22.—New 
Madrid County is in a chaotic condition 
today, as Sheriff D. C. Kimes has at- 
nounced that he cannot obtain deputies 
to aid in searching out the night rid- 
ers, and Adjutant-General O’Meara yes- 
terday ‘told a delegation of land owners 
that the militia could not be brought 
here unless the Sheriff had exhausted 
every possible means of suppressing dis- 
order within his jurisdiction. O’Meara 
departed last night for Jefferson City, 
where he will report to the Governor 
the state of affairs. 

More than 300 negroes have left the 
county since the night riders began 
posting anonymous letters a week ag:’, 
ordering them to leave the district. 
Thirty of the largest land owners in the 


_ county met in the Sherwood Hotel yes- 


terday afternoon and joined with the 
Sheriff in earnestly requesting State aid. 
No One Deputized. 


A stormy session followed. after 


' O'Meara discovered that the Sheriff had 


not deputized a single man to aid him 
in running the night prowlers to earth. 

M. J. Cénran, one of the largest land 
owners, told O'Meara that unless tho 
militia was brought that the negroes 
would not come back. 

“Tt has almost reached a state of 
anarchy here—our crops are in danger,” 
he said. 

“What' have you done yourgelves to 
suppress this state of affairs?’ O’Meara 
asked. Sheriff Kimes said that he mace 
a trip to Point Pleasant and Riddle’s 
Point, about 15 miles south, where the 
trouble occurred, and had arrested two 
men on suspicion. 

“Have yoy ‘deputized a single extra 
man?” ©’Meara asked. 

“No. I asked several down there 
if they would serve, but they said 
no, so I didn’t think it was worth 
while,” the Sheriff answered. , 

Calls People “Weak-Knueed.” 
“Don’t yon know that you can depu- 
tize any man to. serve?’ O’Meara 
asked. “The National Guard cannot be

It is practical- 
ly unknoiwn for a man to own a little 
patch of 59 or 100 acres. Most of the 
plantations range from 1000 to 5000 acres, 
and are rented to tenant farmers in 
emaller lots. 

The post-bellum ‘‘feudal’’ system of 
the South, fast dying away, still is in 
evidence here. A landlord bears almost 
the same relation to his tenants as the 
Barons in England of old did. He rents 
them the land, and in many cases sup- 
plies the mules and farm equipment, 
often names.the crop to be planted, and 
frequently is interested in the cross- 
roads store where the tenant gets his 
provisions. 

Often Holds Mortgages. 

Besides the rentat on the land, he 
often. takes a mortgage on the equip- 
ment and mules. At the end of the 
year, if@the crop is bad, it takes almost 
all the tenant makes to pay what he 
owes the landlord, and sometimes he is 
left in his debt. 

But of late a number of the “poor 
whit@s” have rented from the landlords. 
They have ‘stood up for their rights, 
and demanded a lower rental in many 
cases than the negroes paid. As a-re- 
sult, they became undesirable in the 
a nt of some of the land owners.

It’s easy to work niggers. Some of the 
owners treats us white mighty square

little more easy on us.” 

This tenant farmer explained that if 
the negroes left for good that the own- 
ers*would have to meet the demands of 
the white tenants, and that better times 
would then prevai® 

A few of the negroes own little patch- 
es of their own, but the vast majority 
of them are renters, and most of those 
who had notices posted on their doors 
have left the county. Several of the no- 
tices which were sent through the mails 
have been turned over to the postal au- 
thorities for investigation.

COMMISSIONERS 
ARE NOMINATED! 


Three Democrats, Progressive- 
Republican and Progressive® 
Named by the President.

WASHINGTON, Fep. 22.—President 
Wilson today nominated the following 
members of the new Federal Trade 
Commission: 

Joseph E. Davies pf Madison, Wis. 

Edward N. Hurley of Chicago. 

William J. Harris of Cedartown, Ga. 

William H. Parry of Seattle, Wash. 

George Rublee of Cornish, N. H. 

Politically the commission has thrée 
Democrats, one Progressive-Republican 
and one Progressive. Parry is described 
by the. White House as a Progressive 
Republican and Rublee as a rogressive. 

Davies is Commissioner of the Bureau 
of Corporations, which is merged with 
the commission under the new law. 
Hurley is a business man and trade 
expert, with extended knowledge of Lat- 
in-American conditions. Harris is direc- 
tor of Census. Parry js a lawyer and 
business man, and Rublee is a lawyer, 
who was consulted frequently by lead- 
ers in Congress when the Trade Com- 
mission bill was being framed. 

Hope for Early Conffrmation. 

The President narrowed his list of 
candidates down to six men_ several 
weeks ago, and since then had been 
looking into the qualifications of Rub- 
lee and George L. Record of New Jer- 
sey. He discussed the question with 
Senator Hollis of New Hampshire today- 
and decided to name Rublee, it was 
said, in circles close to the White House, 
because New Jersey already has 
number of important Federal appoint- 
ees. It was understood, however, that 
Record was to hawe some other impor- 
tant post in the near future. The Pres- 
ident is hopeful the commission will be 
confirmed during the present session of 
Congress and organized at once. 

Davies was born in 1876 and is a law- 
yer. He is secretary of the Democrat- 
ic National Committee. Hurley was born 
in Illinois in 1864. He originated and 
developed the pneumatic too] industry in 
the United States and Europe. In 1913 
he was appointed United States Trade 
Commissioner to the Latin-American 
republics. He is president of the Illinois 
Manufacturers’ Association. 


Census Bureau Director. 
Harris was born in Georgia in 1868 


and became an insurance manager and 
a banker. He has been Director of the 
Census Bureau since July, 1913. 

Parry is treasurer of the Seattle 
Chamber of Commerce, and is #0 years 
old. Hé was editor of the Seattle Post- 
Intelligencer, manager of the shipbuild- 
ing plant which built the battleship Ne- 
braska, chairman~of the Finance Com- 
mittee for the Alaska-Yukon Exposition 
and treasurer of the city of Seattle, 

Rublee was born in Wisconsin in 1868 
and was educated at Harvard and the 
Harvard Law School. He practiced 
law in Chicago and later in New York. 
At present he is counsel for the Alaska 
Railway Engineering Comm ssion. He is 
a resident of Cornish, N. H., where 
President Wiison spends his summers.

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WHITE PRISONER HANGED

WOMAN TO NURSE 
IN LEPER COLONY 
IN SON'S MEMORY 


As Youth Is Buried She Says She 
Will Stay to Help Care for ° 
Other Sufferers. 


BOSTON, Feb. 22.—Standing by the 
open grave into which the body of her 
son was belng lowered, and gazing at 
the 10 lepers who, with theif attend- 
ants, stood silently by the mound, Mrs. 
Emma Thomae, who had been the 
young man’s sole attendant in the leper 
colony on Penikese Island, in Buzzard's 
Bay, said yesterday afternoon: 

“Tt have given many years of my life 
to caring for my doy, and 1 have grown 
to love the others who are afflicted as 
he was. I shall remain here and do 
what I can to help the others. And 
when I die all I ask is that I may be laid 
beside my son.” 

Archie Thomas had just passed his 
twenty-first birthday when he died. 
Though he had been afflicted with the 
terrible disease for many years, his 
death was the result of pneumonia. 

Archie was born in the Barbadoes Is- 
lands. He and his mother years ago 
came to Upton, Mass., where he entered 
the high school. He was at the head of 
his class for several terms; then he be- 
came ill. His case puzzled physicians 
and he was brought to the Massachuv- ° 
vetts Genera! Hospital. It was found 
he had leprosy, and he was condemned 
to pass the rest of his life on lonely 
Penikese Island. 

Although friends endeavored to dis- 
suade her, Mrs. Thomas insisted on ac- 
companying him and did. Perhaps it 
was her presence that kept firm his am- 
bition and did not permit him to relapse 
into hopelessness. He obtained a type- 
writer and it was aot long before he 
could use it with great expertness. 

Then he read of wireless telegraphy 
and his spirit was stirred anew. He re- 
ceived some literature, he studied faith- 
fully and then sent out many letters 
typed with his shrivelled fingers. 

These bréught him a crude wireless 
apparatus, but it was enough for him. 
With it he practised until some of these 
he had interested at first,inquired about 
him. Then came one of the finest of 
wireless outfits and Archie was su- 
premely happy. So was his mother. 
His call was well known, but, to more 
effect, he caught the news fiying 
through the air to a station on Cape 
Cod, and the decrepit lepers often had 


the news of the world at their break- 
fast table. '

POSSE SURROUNDS 
INDIANS AFTER 3 
FALL IN FIGHT 


New Attack Planned on Piutes 
in Utah; One in Marshal’s 
Force Killed. 


DENVER, Colo., Feb. 22.—Advices 
from Grayson, Utah, by telephone to 
Dolores, Colo., today stated that the 
band of Piute Indians under Tse-Ne-Gat, 
which fought desperately yesterday with 
@ posse commanded by United States 
Marshal Aquila Nebeker, had been sur- 
rounded in Cottonwood Gulch, near 
Bluff. Leaders of the reinforced posse 
expect to renew the attack unless the 
Indians surrendered. 

The posse has been reinforced by men 
from near by settlements and ranches, 
Originally out-numbered by 562 to 26, it 
was stronger today than the band of 
Indians, which was reinforced by a de- 
tachment known as Posey’s band. 

- There were no more casualties after 
the fighting Sunday in which J. C. 
“Akin of Dolores, a member of the 
posse, and ‘“Jack’s Brother,” and an 
unidentified girl, Indians, were killed 
and three others wounded.

CONSIDERS MIXED FLOUR BILL 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—The House 
Ways and Means Committee had before 
it for consideration today the Vollmar 
bill, proposing to repeal the tax on 
mixed flour. 

Supporters of the measure assert that 
to permit the manufacturers of flour 
chnsisting of a mixture of milled wheat 
and milled corn would add materially 
to the country’s breadstuff supply and 
would tend to reduce the cost of these 
food articles. A prohibitive tax was im- 
posed on the mixed product during the 
Spanish-American war, and it has never 
been removed.

OUIS MANN and a little support- 
a ing company of four players which 
includes the excellent Mathilde 
Cottrelly, began a week's engagement in 
“The Bubble’ at the Shubert Theater 
last night and commended this gentle 
Edward Locke comedy to the favor of 
its first St. Louis audience. 
The play’s story’ gives Mr. Mann the 
likable role of Gustave Muller, a good- 
hearted but excitable German-Ameri 


can keeper of a delicatessen store, who }, 


comes near being swindled out of his 
life’s savings by a ‘“‘get-rich-quick’”’ ras- 
cal who persuades him to invest in a 
“salted’’ mine and from whom he is 
saved at the last moment by a youbsg 
newspaper man in love with his daugh- 
ter. 

This role is played by the star with 
much fidelity to type and gains the 
sympathy of the house to a degree coli- 
mensurate with the emotional appeal 
of the plct through which it moves as 
the central figure. 

There is a touch of pathos blended 
with its humor. the pathos born of a 
jruileless old tradesman's l:elplessness in 
the web woven by a cunning scoundrel 
for his beggaring, and the satisfaction 
of the audience with the final rescuing 
of the overly trustful Gustave Muller 
brings the last curtain down to the ac- 
companiment of quite sincere applause. 

A congenial companion-picture to that 
of Louis Mann’s drawing is presentei 
by Mathilde Cottrelly as Mrs. Muller, 
the old delicatessen kKeeper’s wife, the 
homely couple thus created developing 
considerable charm, in a simple and 11n- 
assuming manner, as the story pro- 
gresses. 

Mme. Cottrelly, whose art seems much 
akin to that of Louls Mann in this ina- 
stance, attains her effects very quietly, 
with genuine skill in cumulative’ se- 
quence of stroke, and, as a result, Gus- 
tave and Emilia Muller become quite 
vital in their modest lifelikeness.

Correspondent Seeks Advance 
Man Who Said “He Talks 
Better Than He Writes. 


Trvin 8S. Cobb, who fsr several years 
was a member of the staff of the New 
York World and who had eight weeks’ 
experience on the battle front in Relgium 
as a member of the staff of the Sat 
urday Evening Post, arrived in St. Louis 
this morning to lecture at the Odeon 
and also, according to his own account, 
to bring the war to St. Louis if he can 
find his advance agent. He gave a lec- 
ture in the afternoon, to be repeated in 
the evening. 

Acquaintance with warfare in the 
trenches,: from a captive balloon and as 
a prisoner of the Germans, has made 
~Obb warlike. He says he is seeking 
the man who first advertised him 18 
“the mau who talks almost as he 
writes,’’ then changed this to read; ‘‘the 
man who talks as he writes,”’ and now 
has introduced him to st. Leis in the 
advertisements with the descriptior, 
“He talks better than he writes.’’ Cobb 
declares this to be criminal libel and 
says the services 6f the Red Cross will 
be needed if he catches the writer. 

“I Wear Pink Pajamas.” 

Cobb was an exceedingly difficult man 
to interview. In order to make abso- 
lutely certain of his identity, a Post- 
Dispatch reporter had telegraphed to 
Chicago for information as to just where 
Cobb would be on the early Alton train. 
The reply named the car and stateroom, 
and added: “I wear pink pajamas and 
sleep with my feet toward the locomo- 
tive when possible. Otherwise, will be 
upon my back, right or left side. Love 
earby rising.”’ 

This message must have been sent by 
the press agent Cobb is seeking, for his 
pajamas were white with black stripes, 
his feet were pointed away from the lo- 
comotive and he just hated to be awak- 
ened. 

“War is hell, so is a sleeping car, so is 
getting up in the morning,” said tine 
war correspondent as he brought two 
army corps of his brain into action and 
summoned the reserves. Then he agreed 
to talk about the war, although he says 
no person has ever really seen anything 
of the war, and that the writers are all 
getting back home because there is 
nothing to geé. 

In Trenches at Rheims. 

Cobb was in the German trenches at 
Rheims—pronounced ‘Hranss,’ 
ing to Cobb—and, with the French only 
500 yards away, he says there was less 
to see than could be gdthered by the 
use of field giasses 20 miles in the rear. 

“War is a disgustingly filthy busi- 
ness,”” he said. ‘“‘There is nothing to it 
on the battle front but endless rows of 
frowsy, tired-eyed men, 
heaps in mud holes. Once in a while 
some of the men will stretch them- 
selves, rub their eyes and mount niches 
in the trench and fire a few shots at a 
range that Has been given them. They 
do not see their foes. 

“Sometimes one of these fellows who 
climbs up to shoot, falls back a hud- 
dled-up mass of nothing. He is dead or 
wounded, according to his luck, and 
that is all there is to it. He is hauled 
out and pretty soon a man comes from 
some reserves to take his place.

It is astonishing to find how quicklv 


the soldiers become eccustomed to tine 
idea of death. They think nothing more 
and  reportinsz.

“My best view of a regular engage:

While the work in trenches is 
deadly dull, the men manning a bat- 
tery have an even more monotonous 
time. The big guns (the largest I saw 
in action were 22-centimenter, just half 
the size of the more famous German 
guns) are always concealed in woods 
or buildings. The men lie around for 
atime. Then an order comes from the 
field telephone, and the men load at 
their leisure. 

“They have no idea what they are 
shooting at. The order gives the eléva- 
tion and direction. They just clean the 
gun, push in the shell and let her go. 
By the time they have fired a few shots 
some of the men who are around the 
battery are likely to double up and be 
forever quiet. From out of nowhere a 
shell has exploded over their heads. 
Sometimes thé report is deafening, 
sometimes the explosion comes with lit- 
tle noise. If a second or third shell 
comes close It is time for the battery 
to move to some other shelter, as it is 
evident the enemy has the range. 

None of the field officers anove of their 
own volition, however. If it is found 
the enemy has the range, why, there 
must be a talk over the telephone with 
some person in some unknown spot be- 
fore any action is taken. 

“The field hospitals present sights 
that can scarcely be described. In this 
connection, I warn women who feel in- 
clined to volunteer as nurses to con- 
sider carefully what they are about to 
undertake. 

Not Like the Pictures. 

“We see , Pictures of nurses in white 
uniforms, ‘with nice red crosses upon 
their sleeves, attending to fine looking 
men with neat bandages over their fore.

About 200 More Actions 
Against Realty Owners.

About One-Half of Webster 
Groves Citizens Among Those 
Who Owed Personal Taxes. 


Collector Kassebaum of St. Louis 
County virtually has finished his task 
of filing .sults against delinquent tax- 
payers. About 200 suits remain to be 
filed this. week against delinquent realty 
owners. The suits cover the last four 
years, varying, as to the individual 
Cases. ‘A. 

Since the Collector began filing suits 
four weeks ago, 2976 realty suits, for a 
total of $68,680.23, have been filed in the 
Circuit, Court at Clayton. About 4000 
personal tax suits have been filed with 
various Justices of the Peace. Hun- 
dreds of delinquent realty owners hur-~ 
ried into the Collector's office and paid 
their bills when they learned suits were 
being filed. — 
In Justice of the Peace Matthews’ 
court there were 1136 personal tax suits 
filed against residents of Webster 
Groves. About one-half of the personal 
taxpayers in that town, it was said, bad 
failed to pay personal taxes. The list 
included professional and business men. 
The Collector's office will close Satur- 
day at noon to enable the County Clerk 
to begin making the consolidated tax 
books. After that realty taxes cannot be 
paid until May 15, and by that time a 
penalty of 3 per cent will have accrued.
